When we came to Altona, the building was 
still a boarding house, although one.small room 
with a small window was used as a fruit and 
sweets shop by Mr. Merrett, :

other way they could. 

By 1938 there were 135 
pupils. but this { success 
also brought its own 
problems «+. lack of 
space in the parish hall. 


However, the war in- 
terrupted the committee 
efforts to finance a new 
school. At Miss Holland’s 
request, the committee 
turned its full attention 
to the war effort. 


The war over in 1946, 
attempts to find the 
money for a school were 
again begun. Needless to 
say, costs had _ risen 
alarmingly (from £2600 
to £4000). The project 
proved too big. 


So agreement was 
reached with church 
authorities for renovation 
of the parish hall, with 
the kindergarten being 
shifted to allow more 
space for the pupils of 
“Strathmore”. 

It was not until 1956 
that the school moved to 
The Strand, and at this 
time the school became a 
company, with Miss Mol- 









unt etirement. in 
1963. -In‘ all she spent 54 
years teaching in 
Williamstown, including 
her 49 years at her own 
school.

Mr. Sparks first went to 
China in 1956, and after 
that visit he predicted a 
revolution “within 10 
years.” :

lution followed in 1962. 

After this recent visit hé 
now predicts another revo- 
lution, within the next 10 
years... 

He adds: “Of course this 
is not new. Chairman Mao 
predicted just after he 
came to power that there 
would have to be contin- 
uing révolution to achieve 
his goals.” .

“Another $21 million 
will be allocated on a 
needs basis. However, at 
this stage, I am not aware 
of the needs criteria which 
the States Grant Commis- 





sion will take into ac- 
count.”* 
Mr. Willis agreed 


with the council that the 
allocation of the money 
should be totally on a- 
needs basis, the view of 
the Australian Labor 
Party. 

“In assessing whether 
council is better or worse 
off as a result of the new 
arrangements, I believe it 
would be incorrect to 
simply look at the alloca- 
tion of untied grants. 

“The announcement by 
the Treasurer on May 20 
of cut-backs in Govern- 
ment spending amounting 
to $2.6 million will involve 
many reductions in spe- 
cific purpose grants to 
local government, and will 
certainly increase  de- 
mands on council from 
local groups, who will no 
longer receive Federal 
funding.

Police found four plas- 
tic containers, which 
smelt of petrol, among 
the ruins. They are con- 
fident the explosion was 
caused deliberately.
